Then came “O, Susanna”— popu­ 
lar with the minstrel troupes and 
for which he received a hundred dol­ 
lars. His “Old Folks at Home” was 
published in 1850— and brought him 
five hundred dollars from the then 
famous Christy minstrels. For- copy­ 
rights of this song lie received, first 
and last, nearly $15,000. 
During his life Foster composed 
the words and music to about one 
hundred and thirty ballads— many 
of which were translated and sung

countries- and,

Dr. George W. Millegan, aged 88, 
the pioneer physician 
of 
Monroe 
county, died of the infirmities of old 
age at his home on East Oak street 
at 11 o’clock yesterday morning. Dr. 
Millegan has been in failing health 
during the last two or three years, 
and during the past few months grew' 
so much worse that he was confined 
to his bed. 
Dr. Millegan was the oldest physi­ 
cian in Sparta, 
having 
located in 
Sparta in 1852, since which time he 
has been in continuous practice. He 
was born March l l , 1826, in Cairo, 
Green county, New York, where he 
was reared and educated, and where 
he began the study 
of 
medicine. 
From New York state he went to 
Pittsfield, Mass., where he graduated 
from Berkshire Medical college. In 
1 852 he came to Sparta, where he 
immediately entered upon the prac­ 
tice of his profession, and has the 
! honor of being the pioneer physi­ 
c ia n of Monroe county. Beginning his 
I practice in the early days of the his­ 
tory of Monroe county, then practi­ 
cally upon the frontier of Wisconsin 
civilization, 
he 
has witnessed the 
growth and progress of the country 
from a plate of wildness to its pres­ 
ent. wealth and prosperity. 
Dr. Mil­ 
legan's parents were for some time 
residents of Sparta, where the moth­ 
er died. 
One brother. Reuben of 
Montana, has been present at the 
bedside of the doctor during the last 
few weeks of bis illness. During the 
civil war, Dr. Millegan was examin­ 
ing surgeon for the district, and has 
served as county physician of Con­ 
roe county. 
During 
the 
last few 
years, however, owing to his ad­ 
vanced age. he had retired from the 
active practice of medicine, and liv­ 
ed a quiet life at his old home on 
Fast Oak street. 
For a great many 
years be was associated with Dr. 
Hugh H. Williams under the firm 
name of Minnegan & Williams. 
Dr. Millegan held a prominent po­ 
sition among the medical fraternity 
and was highly esteemed in the com­ 
munity where he lived so long.

Above are the 
"key-lines" of a 


startling statement about conditions 
in the mail service, made by 1111 of- 
ficial who is in a position to speak 
authoritatively. 


A single reason is responsible for 


the pending trouble, and for the es- 
tablishment of a "Terminal office" 
at. La Crosse. The reason' is conges- 
tion of mails, caused by parcel post 
matter and enhanced by the fact that 
at this particular season the mails 
arc crowded with advertising mat- 
ter. 


Unforced "extra 
runs" and over- 


time work without pay, resulting 
from the congestion, and from the 
Burloson administration's refusal to 
recognize it and enlarge the service 
to meet it, are causes for the unrest 
that is fast reaching "strike" inten- 
sity. 
Unlike the trouble four years 


ago, 
which •• was 
coritittcd-- to ~th<y 


northwest, the present 
trouble ex- 


tends throughout the entire railway 
mail service. 


"Any 
railway mail clerk in 
the 


service "'ill corroborate these state- 
ments,' s'aid the official. 
"1 have 


talked with many of theni, and they 
are mad to tbci point of revolt." 


However, the establishment of a. 


terminal office in La Crosse is, iu a 
•small way, recognition ot the over- 
worker! condition of the service. 
It 


has been decided to establish this of- 
fice here in July, and George Est- 
over, now chief clerk, is said to have 
been slated for the position of sup- 
erintendent. 


The terminal 
office is a sort of 


clearing house fur congestion. It han- 
dles parcel post matter, makes up 
back work on distribution, a.nd as- 
signs a made-up mail to the sever- 
al railroad lines to carry it. 
This 


is called "splitting np the mail.'* 


In an effort to compel the pres- 


ent force to handle the excess of 
work, the postofftce department re- 
cently issued an order which has 
accentuated the 
discontent . o£ the 


mail clerks. 
The order was to the 


effect that no "stuck" mail shall be 
taken into terminal stations. "Stuck" 
mail is mail in the mail cars which 
the operatives have been unable to 
distribute in time to make connec- 
tions or be left at its destination. 


Under the new order, this mail is 


dropped at a station "before reaching 
a terminal' office, to be picked up by 
the next mail car, which ia expect- 
ed to distribute it in time. The re- 
sult is a constant strain 
of work, 


and even this does not suffice to kpe;> 
the way clear, the same mail being 
sometimes dropped from 
train 
to 


train. 


As a rule second, third and fourth 


class mail is dropped, although first 
class matter and parcel post packag- 
es are not immune .from neglect. 


Portage is a favorite 
point for 


dropping "stuck" mail, on the Mil- 
waukee-St. Paul line, and Winona; is 
the last station going .toward 
St. 


Paul where it may be dropped. 
At 


La Crosse considerable mail for the 
Dakotas and Canada is dropped. Re- 
cently mail dropped at Portage on 
Friday was not picked up until the 
following Sunday, and even then the 
crew could not handle all of the two 
truck loads. 
The congestion is 
hampering the 


big offices. 
The Chicago office par- 


ticularly is in a bad way. 
Recently 


a turkey sent by parcel post laid for 
weeks in that office, the stench when 
found becoming a topic of interest 
among the protesting clerks. 


That the "misdirected economy" 


of the Burleson regime will result in 
a "national strike" 
unless 
relief 


comes in the shape of a general in- 
crease in the number of railway mail 
clerks, is the positive prediction of 
the informant.
